2.  If  there  be  pricking  diftending  Pain 
with  great  puliation,  it  is  from  lharp  Bilious 
humours  or  Halitus ;  but  if  the  Pain  be  heavy, 
it  is  caufed  from  vifcous  Phlegm  or  Melan¬ 
choly. 

1.  If  a  violent  Head-ach  come  fuddenly  on 
a  healthy  Perfon ,  and  the  Party  become 
dumb  and  fnort,  ’tis  a  mortal  fign,  unlels  a 
great  Fever  do  immediately  happen. 

2.  If  corrupt  wateriih  Matter  or  Bloud  do 
illue  out  of  the  Noflrils,  Mouth,  Ears  or  Eyes 
(efpecially  on  the  fourth  Day,}  the  Tick  will 

fuddenly 
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fuddenly  recover  •  but  if  the  Pain  be  very 
violent,  and  do  fuddenly  vanifli  without  a 
Cri(i s ,  ’tis  doubtfull. 

3 .  If  the  Pain  be  without  a  Fever,  accom¬ 
panied  with  noife  in  the  ears,  deafnefs,or  me¬ 
grim,  with  numbnefs  of  the  extreme  parts, 
an  Apoplexy  or  Epilepfy,  is  at  hand.  - 

4.  Thofe  that  have  Cholerick  ftomachs , 
are  molt  fiibjed  to  a  Hemicrania  *  and  if  it 
continue  long  ,  it  caufeth  weaknefs  of  the 
Eyes,  and  fometimes  blind  nefs. 

II  the  Head-ach  proceed  from  Phlegma  -  Cure. 
tick  Vifcous  humours  abounding,  firft  give

Take  of  Vervain,  Betony,  Mallows,  Mer-  clyfter. 
cury  of  each  one  handfull  :  Let  them  be 
cleanfed,  bruifed  and  boiled  in  a  Quart  of 
Pollet-drink,  ’till  half  of  it  be  boiled  away,  ' 
then  ftrain  it  and  dillolve  in  it  one  ounce  of 
the  Eleduary  CarjocofUnun? ,  Oil  of  Chamo-  ' 
mel  two  ounces ;  mix  it  fora  Clyfter. 

Sour  things,  and  all  that  have  a  Lixivial 
fait,  either  fixt,  or  volatile,  and  all  Aroma- 
ticks  do  corred  and  amend  the  vifcous  Phleg- 
matick  humours. 

Let  thefe  forms  ferve  for  example. 

Take  the  Waters  of  Baum,  and  Mint,  ofi«% 
each  three  ounces;  Cinamon-water ,  and 
aqua  CceleJHsy  of  each  half  an  ounce ;  Syrup 
of  Fennel,  and  Mint,  of  each  fix  drachms ; 
Spirit  of  Salt,  as  much  as  will  make  it  of  a 
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grateful l  ta’fle,  mix  it,  and  give  three  fpoon- 
Mls  of  it  often. 

Take  fait  of  Tartar  vitriolated  half  a 
drachm ;  Cream  of  Tartar  one  drachm ; 
white  Sugar- candy  two  drachms,*  make 
it  into  a  fine  Powder  for  four  Dofes,  which 
may  be  taken  every  morning  and  evening 
in  white  or  Rhenifh  wine. 

For  the  Rich  you  may  prepare  a  medici¬ 
nal  Wine. 

This  may  ferve  for  example. 
a  medici-  Take  the  Roots  of  Elicampane ,  Calamus 
nai  Wme.  aromaticus,  of  each  one  ounce  ,*  of  Rue,  Sage, 

Vervain ,  fweet  Marjoram ,  of  each  three 
handfulls;  Anife-feed,  fweet  Fennel-feed,  of 
each  an  ounce  and  half ;  Orange-peel  half 
an  ounce ;  let  them  be  el'eanfed,  bruifed  and 
infufed  in  two  quarts  of  White-wine.

in  the  morning  falling  ,  with  twenty  drops 
of  Elixir  proprietatis  ,  you  may  ■<  alfo  give  it

‘  four  ounces;  tintfure  of  Cinamon  three 
ounces  ;  fait  of  Tartar  vitriolated  half  an  ' 
ounce;  mix  it,  and  give  three  ounces  every 
morning  falling.  ; 

If  there  be  need  of  ftronger  Phyfick  you  Purging 
may  adminifter  thefe  purging  Pills.  "  PiI!s' 
s  Take  of  Extract.  Rudii,pil.  foetid# ,  Cochi#, 
of  each  half  a  drachm;  Mercurius  dulcis  twen¬ 
ty  grains;  mix  it  for  three  Dofes. 

If  the  pain  be  old  and  flubborn,  apply 
Veficcatories  to  the  Neck,  alfo  Leeches  to 
the  Temples,  and  Hemorrhoids;  or  open 
the  jugular ,  or  frontal  Vein  ,  which  hath 
often  prov’d  effe&ual.  ■ 

Errhines,  Sternutatories  and  Apophleg- 
matifms  may  alfo  be  ufed,  and  Ventofes  with 
Scarification  if  need  require. 

Baths  of  Sulphur  (whether  natural  or  arti¬ 
ficial  with  Cephalick  Herbs  ')  are  .good  to 
bathe  the  Head  and  whole  Body. 

Some  approve  of  the  fume  of  Amber,  ta¬ 
ken  into  the  Mouth  and  Noftrils. 

Alfo  fpirit  of  cranium  ■  humanum  ,  or  fpirit 
of  fait  Armoniack,  held  to  the  Nofe  in  a  nar-

Alfo  you  may  touch  the  Noftrils  and  Tem¬ 
ples  with  Oil  of  Amber,  or  Nutmegs,  or  ap¬ 
ply  this  Epitheme  to  the  Temples  and  Fore¬ 
head  with  Linnen-rags. 

Epitheme.  Take  the  Waters  of  Vervain  and  'Betony, 
of  each  one  ounce  ;  Vineger  of  Rofes,  Oint¬ 
ment  of  Alabafter,  of  each  half  an  ounce ; 
Laudanum  opiatum  one  lcruple ;  mix  it. 

Cold  diftempers  of  the  head,  may  alfo  be 
corrected  by  hot'  Cephalicks  quilted  in  a 
Cap  for  the  Head. 

Take  of  fweet  Marjoram,  Stcechas,  Ver¬ 
vain,  Betony,  Sage,  Flowers  of  Chamomel, 
of  each  one  handbill ;  Nutmegs,  Cloves  , 
Wood  of  Alices,  the  Roots  of  Galangal,  Cy¬ 
ber  us ,  Calamus  aromat.  of  each  half  an  ounce ; 
let  them  be  all  beaten  into  Powder  for  a  quil¬ 
ted  Cap. 

Before  you  put  it  on,  let  the  Hair  be  lhaved 
clofe,  and  the  Head  gently  rub’d  for  fome 
time,  the  better  to  open  the  pores. 

Let  the  Sick  abflain  from  fat  and  vifcous 
Food,  and  let  the  mind  be  compos’d  to  chear-

Thole  things  abounding  with  either  a 
lixivial  or  volatile  fait, do  powerfully  dellroy 
this  acid  Juice ;  as  Pearl,  Crabs-eyes,  Coral,

Jhe  caufes  are  either  external  or  internal c-l:iJe$' 
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The  external,  may  be  by  the  biting  of 
fome  venemous  Creature ;  or  by  a  wound  or 
punbhire  of  a  Nerve  or  Tendon. 

Sometimes  it  may  be  caufed  by  furfeiting 
or  drunkennefs ;  and  alfo  by  the  taking  of 
Hellebor,  &c. 

It  may  be  alfo  caufed  by  a  mineral  Gas 
fuming  from  'the  Mines  of  Lead,  or  Anti¬ 
mony,  &c.  which  infedeth  the  Air  with 
noxious  metalline  exhalations  of  a  vene¬ 
mous  malignity ;  which  is  many  times  the 
caufe  of  Convulfions,  as  they  can  tell  by  ex¬ 
perience,  that  live  near  thofe  Mines. 

The  internal  caufes  are  acrimonious  and 
flatuous  Vapours,  rifing  from  the  fm, all  guts, 
becaufe  of  over  vifcous  Phlegm,  and  the  o- 
ver  acidity  and  tartnefs  of  the  Juice  of  the 
Pancreas,  which  caufeth  a  vitiouseflervef 
cency  of  the  humours,  by  which  the  Ljm- 
pha  is  alfo  rendred  very  fliarp. 

Thefe  four  flatuous  Vapours  continually 
afcending  to  the  Head,  together  with  the 
fpirituous  fubftance  of  the  Bloud,  and  going

The  Phrenfie  is  an  inflammation  of  the 
Brain  and  Meninges,  both  the  dura  and  pk 
mater ;  caufmg  an  acute  continual  Fever, 
which  remains  from  the  firft  moment  of 
its  invafion,  to  the  laft  of  its  duration ,  f* 
thence  a  delirium ,  and  raving  Madnefs,  to¬ 
gether  with  great  trouble  of  mind,  afflids 
the  Tick  in  a  fuperlative  manner. 

Madnefs  is  called  in  Greek  pma,,  a  mm**1' 
infanioy  Ms  called  in  Latin  amentia,  furor,  in - 
Jama.  ;  :■  -JfiH 

It  is  a  furious  alienation  of  the  mind,  or  a 
Vehement  delirium  without  a  Fever ;  in 
which  it  differs  from  the  Phrenfie. 

I  know  there  are  not  wanting  the  works 
of  great  Phyficians,  who  have  written  very 
learnedly  of  thefe  difeafes ;  but  omitting  the 
opinion  of  others ;  I  lhall  in  a  lew  words, 

.  relate 
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'  relate  that  which  feefns  true  to  me,  to  be 
the  caufe  of  thefe  furious  diftempers. 
v  None  who  are  ingenious  Searchers  of 
N  Truth  ;  and  have  weighed  accurately  (  with 
an  attentive  mind  )  both  the  fabrick  and 
’  ways,  or  Veflels  of  the  containing  Body, 
and  the  natural  motion  of  the  Bloud,  and 
L  other  humours ;  will  deny,  that  almoft  in* 

Jl  numerable  difeafes  do  arife  from  the  vitious 

of  over  fat  Choler,  the  tod 
tart  Pancreat  juice,  and  over  vifcous  Phlegm, 
flowing  together  in  the  fmall  guts ;  for  by 
this  vitiated  mingling  not  onely  hurtful! 

1  humours  are  produc’d,  but  often  wind,  and 
halituous  Vapours,  caufmg  much  harm  to 
humane  Bodies. 

Wherefore  I  judge,  when  Phlegm  is  very  caufe. 
i  vifcous,  or  otherwife  vitious,  and  the  juice 
of  the  Pancreas  too  tart  and  harlli ;  ftiarp 
halituous  Vapours  are  thence  produc’d,  ele¬ 
vated  from  the  fmall  guts,  becaufe  of  a  viti¬ 
ous  eflervefcency  there  rais’d ;  and  thence 
f  continually  afceftding  to  the  Head  ;  and 
with  the  ipirituous  Bloud,  circulate  into  the 
Ventricles  of  the  Brain,  bv  which  the  Ani- 
mal  fpirits  are  vitiated,  and  troublefomely 
mov’d,  and  hindred  of  natural  reft  and  tran¬ 
quillity  ;  therefore  ’tis  no  wonder  that  the 
Empty  mind  of  the  fick  is  thereby  difturb’d, 
and  at  length  the  fick  become  diftra&ed  and 
mad. 
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But 
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But  if  Choler  be  predominant,  thefe  va¬ 
pours  become  very  cholerick  and  acrimoni- 
ous,*which  rarities  the  Bloud  by  degrees  more 
and  more,*  fo  that  at  length  the  heat  and  bur¬ 
ning  Fever  in  the  Heart, (and  thence  through 
the  whole  Body )  is  encreafed  by  Choler 
fucceffively  over-ruling,  which  caufeth  the 
Phrenfie.

No  marvel  then  if  heat,  pain,  and  inflam¬ 
mation,  and  puliation  of  the  Head  do  chiefly 
vex  the  fick  in  this-  grievous  diftemper ;  fee¬ 
ing  no  part  of  the  Body  hath  fo  many  Ar¬ 
teries,  and  receives  fo  much  Bloud  as  the 
Head ;  wherefore  the  puliation  of  the  Tem¬ 
ples  is  felt  more  troublefome  than  ellewhere, 
becaufe  of  the  remarkable  windings  of  the 
Brain,  through  which  great  Arteries  are 
carried  ;  from  whence  great  watchings,  and 
at  length  rating  Madnefs  do  moleft  the

and  molt  other  dillempers,  which  ought  not 
to  be  defpis’d  (either  by  Jew  or  Gentile) 
feeing  we  have  the  word  of  God  for  it;

And  that  we  may  pals  on  to  the  cure  of 
thefe  lamentable  difeafes :  let  the  following 
Golden  precept  be  fpeedily  obferv’d.  •  *1 
Principles  obfta,fero  medicina  paratur  :  Cum 
mala  per  longas  invalue  re  moras.  For  unlefs 
-  lpeedy  help  be  procur’d  for  the  Phrenfie,  it 
killeth  the  party  in  a  ihort  time  :  and  like- 
wife  Mania  or  Madnefs  becomes  oft  (by  de¬ 
grees)  fo  ftubborn,  and  rebellious,  that  it 
can  be  cur’d  onely  late  or  never. 

Ttherefore  the  friends  of  the  fick  are  to  be 
admonilh’d  to  confult  with  the  honeft  Phyfi- 
cian,  fo  foon  as  the  figns  begin  to  be  mani- 
fefl ;  for  when  it  hath  taken  deep  root,  it  is 
hard  to  be,  eradicated,  or  overcome, unlefs  by 
an  Herculean  labour.

It,  is  called  in  Latin  difflillatio ,  becaufe  it 


is  a  defluxion  of  excrementitious  and  fharp 
Rheumatick  humours  from  the  Head,  into 
moft  parts  of  the  Body  ;  invading  not  one- 
ly  all  the  conglobated,  and  conglomerated 
Glandules ;  by  which  the  Circulation  of 
3  Lympha  and  Spittle  are  deprav’d :  But  alfo 
the  Nerves,  which  caufeth  intenfe  or  vehe- 
‘a;  ment  pains,  and  inflammations  in  the  parts 
1  ill  affected,  which  is  moft  commonly  at¬ 
tended  with  a  Symptomatical  Fever,  clpeci- 
ally  if  the  Rheum  be  thin  and  lliarp,  and  do 
1  flow  very  violently. 
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And  feeing  this  didemper  is  not  enough 
explain’d  in  Authours ,  either  .  ancient  or 
modern ;  I  therefore  (God  profpering  my  in- 
deavours)  will  bellow  fome  pains  in  fearch-

But  where  a  Plethora  concurs;  after  a 
(tool  hath  been  procur’d  by  a  carminative 
Clyfter,  let  a  vein  be  opened,  for  thereby  the 
bloud  (landing  dill  will  be  reftor’d  to  its 
wonted  Circulation ;  for  fome  of  the  bloud 
being  let  out,  there  will  be  a  larger  fpace 
made  in  the  veins,  for  a  more  brisk  and 
fwift  motion  of  the  univerfal  Mafs  of  it. 

After  a  fufficient  quantity  of  bloud  is  ta¬ 
ken  away,  it  will  be  profitably  to  give  a

tion  of  the  whole  body,  caufed  by  an  Ulcer 
of  the  Lungs. 

#  The  purulent  matter  of  the  Ulcer  circula¬ 
ting  with  the  bloud,  doth  infedt,.  and  by  de¬ 
grees  .  corrupt  the  whole  mafs  of  it,  which 
makes  it  unfit  for  nourishment ;  hence  it  is 
that  all  the  parts  of  the  body  do  wafle  and 
,  confume. 

The  caufes  are  many,  fometimes  purulent  Caufet. 
matter  may  be  communicated  to  the  Lungs, 
from  the  Plunfie  or  Empzetna ,  inflaming 
and  corrupting  them, which  caufeth  an  Ulcer. 
Sometimes  a  lalt  and  lharp  Rheum  flowing 
^ !  down  from  the  Head  to  the  Trachea  Arteria , 

Of  which  doth  not  onely  caufe  a  vehement

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Alfo  many  times  Tuflules ,  or  tubercles ,

*  Thefe  caufes  depend  fometimes  on  Choler, 
fometimes  on  the  juice  of  the  Pancreas ,  fome¬ 
times  on  Spittle,  fometimes  on  Chyle,  fome¬ 
times  on  Lympha  any  way  Vitiated ,  by 
which  the  mafs  of  bloud  (in  time)  becomes 
alfo  corrupted.  1 

-  When  the  Lungs  decline  from  their  Natu¬ 
ral  confiftency,  they  Will  foon  become  hard 
and  tumorous,  and  fo  by  degrees  they  will 
be  corrupted,  and  ulcerated  ;  and  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  Ulcer  corrupting,  and  makeing 
the  mafs  of  bloud  glutinous,  in  circulating 
with  it,  doth  fo  weaken  and  corrupt  all  the 
parts  of  the  body,  that  they  become  unfit 
to  perfect  natural  nouriftiment ;  and  there¬ 
fore  of  neceflity  the  uriiverfal  body  muft  con- 
fume  and  pine  away  ;  fometimes  it  is  caufed 
by  an  obflrudtion  of  the  lacteal  veins,  which 
hindreth  the  natural  paflage  of  the  Chylus. 

Authours  mention  many  more  caufes  of 
Confumptions ;  as  Gonorrhoea ,  Nocturnal  Pol* 
lutions,  want  ofNourilhment,  &c. 

The  figns  of  a  Confumption  begun,  are  a 

great  defluxion  of  Rheum  into  the  fharp  Ar- 
.  '  tcrV, 
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tery,  cauflng  a  violent  Cough,  by  which  the 
Lungs  are  exafperated,  and  there  follows  a 
He&ick  Fever,  fometimes  putrid,  from  the 
purulent  matter  flowing  into  the  Veins. 

To  know  whether  the  Lungs  be  ulcerated, 
let  the  Patient  fpit  into  water ;  if  it  links  it 
is  matter,  which  is  an  infallible  fign  of  an 
Ulcer;  for  Phlegm  always  lwirns  in  water. 

When  the  Ulcer  is  confirm’d,  there  is  dii- 
ncult  breathing ,  and  walling  of  the  whole 
body;  the  fpittle  is  thick,  and  of  various 
colours.

died,  and  at  length  dejected ,  but  the  nou- 
rilliment  of  all  the  parts  of  the  bo  dy  is  dayly 
decreas’d ;  for  when  there  is  loathing  of  food, 
then  fermentation,  feparation  of ufelull  from 
unufefull  parts  ,  languification  ,  generation 
of  the  Animal  Spirits,  <£>c.  is  hindred  and  de- 
ftroyed  ;  whence  the  toughnefs  ,  and  flug* 
gilhnefs  of  Choler,  Spittle,  the  juice  of  the 
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Pancreas , 
and  the  evil  becomes  by  degr

Phthifick,  and  an  inveterate  great  Ulcer  of 
the  Lungs)  to  bring  away  a  good  quantity 
of  matter,  by  Stool  and  Urine,  fo  that  then 

for  many  days,  no  matter  was  call;  forth  by

Among  common  things,  all  Vulnerary 
plants  are  good  ufed  in  Decodrions.

Volatile  Salts,  as  that  cut  and  alter  every 
vifcous  humour,  and  reduce  it  into  its  natural 
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Thofe  medicines  are  to  be  fele&ed  as  do 
molt  conduce  to,  and  agree ,  with  the  con- 
ftitution  of  every  Tick  perfon. 

Vitriolated  Tartar  is  an  excellent  medicine, 
which  will  agree  with  all  conflitutions,  and 
may  be  taken  from  ten  to  twenty  grains  (e- 
very  other  morning)  in  a  little  warm  Broth. 

Alfo  the  following  medicine  is  very  ef- 
fe&ual.

This  deprav’d  motion,  or  Palpitation  of 
the  Heart,  is  for  the  moll  part  caufed  from 
fharp,  vifcous  and  fiatuous  humours,  fre* 
quently  arifing  out  of  the  fmall  Guts,  and

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\  traiifmitted  to  the  ventricles  of  the  Heart^ 

1  and  adhereth  to  them,  by  which  the  Heart  is’ 
provoked  to  a  vehement  and  unequal  con- 
N^tradion  of  it  felf,  without  intermiflion. 

Thefe  humours  are  mov’d  and  driven  for- 
f  ward,  either  by  their  vitious  eftervefcency  • 

1  or  elfe  they  are  ftirr’d  up  by  violent'  motion 
or  exercife  of  the  Body,  efpecially  in  the  - 
n  quick  afcending  of  a  fleep  hill ,*  and  fome- 
'  times  they  are  conftrain’d,  or  urg’d  by  grie- 
vous  Paflions  of  the  mind. 

Sometimes  there  have  been  obferv’d  fleihy 
Tumours ,  and  Cartilaginous  excrefcencies 
in  the  Subftance  of  the  Heart,  when  dif- 
wifeded;  and  thofepoor  Creatures  when  li- 
%  ving  were  never  free  from  a  vehement  Pal- 
B  pitation. 

0  Alio  Worms  have  been  found  in  the

. ted  after  death,*  which  without  doubt  cau¬ 
ls' fed  a  deprav’d  motion,  or  pulfation  of  the 
Heart  when  living.

Caffor,  of  each  ten  grains  ;  Vitriol  of  Mars 
prepar’d  to  whitenefs,  half  a  drachm ;  Ch}- 
mical  Oil  of  Mace,  eight  drops  ;  /  beat  them 
into  a  mafs  for  Pills.

Let  the  Patient  take  four  or  five  of  tliefe

recovery,  the  Nurfe  gave  the  Child  a  little 
of  the  infufionof  the  Antimonial  Cup,' which 
caufed  it  to  vomit  up  a  Curd,  three  or  four 
inches  long,  very  green,  and  as  tough  as 
new  Cheefe :  After  which  the  Child  did  won¬ 
derfully  recover  and  grow  fat. 

Continual  acute  Fevers  are  oft  times  ac¬ 
companied  with  a  fecret  malignity, and  there¬ 
fore  dangerous :  par  vat  febres  qmndoque  voids 
malignce. 

The  Stomach  ( in  continual  Fevers )  is 
molt  commonly  primarily  affeded  through 
undigeftion,  or  elfe  from  Excrement^,  not 
being  feparated  and  orderly  evacuated; which 
caufeth  an  irregular  Ferment,  or  nonnatural 
heat  in  the  Stomach ;  which  (though  begun 
elfe  where  )  is  much  aggravated  by  vitiating 
Juices,  found  in  this  firft  Elaboratory  of  de¬ 
coding  Nature.

Of  intermitting  Fevers .

N  intermitting  Fever  is  that  which  re* 

L  jv  turns  after  intervalls,fometimeslongei, 

ometimes  Ihorter  in  divers  Fits; whence  accor* 
ling  to  the  divers  fpace  of  every  accefs  org 
:he  fame  gets  alfo  divers  Names,  for  if  a  ne 
<it  return  daily,  anfwering  the  precedent  ia  jj 
proportion, it  is  called  a  Quotidian.  Tsl 
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Jf  it  comes  every  other  day,  it  is  called  a 
Tertian. 

If  the  fit  retutn  after  two  days  in  ter  milli¬ 
on,  it  is  called  a  Quartan,  and  fo  forward, 
although  Quintans,  Sextans,  &c.  arefeldom 
obferv’d. 

#  And  here  you  may  note,  that  intermit-  objervq 
ting  Fevers  do  but  feldom  return  in  the  ex- tion- 
adt  intervall  of  natural  days  of  twenty  four 
hours ;  but  return  quicker  or  flower,  for  the 
moft  part ;  wherefore  then  they  are  faid  to 
anticipate  the  expe&ed  time  for  fome  hours, 
which  is  difliked,  or  to  come  later,  which  is 
commended  by  fome. 

Although  it  matters  not,  whether  the 
fits  anticipate,  or  come  later ;  if  fo  be  that 
their  continuance,  and  the  grievoufnels  of 
Symptoms  (  daily  accompanying  )  be  di- 
minifh’d.

The  external  Caufe  of  Agues  is  a  Hop  of 
the  ufual  neceflary  difcharge  of  fermenting 
humours;  the  porous  skin  (being  fhut by 
external  fudden  cold  )  denies  pallage  to  the 
conftant  difcharge  of  the  fweatty  humours,

denly  out  of  a  hot  Climate,  into  a  cold  Re¬ 
gion  ;  for  the  fweatty  Vapours  being  detain’d 
Jy  the  Conftipation  of  the  skin,  or  Butting 
of  the  Pores,  the  fame  condenfe,  and  thence 
become  lour,  which  rchills  the  external  parts, 
and  caufeth  the  Baking,  or  lhivering  cold 
'fit,  at  the  firft  invafion  of  this  difturbing 
Foreigner ;  after  which  the  inflaming  Fer¬ 
ment  of  Choler  (  being  exafperated  )  doth 
ad  its  part,  and  (  having  gain’d  Dominion  ) 
it  doth  rarefie  the  Bloud  by  degrees ;  whence 
the  Pulfe  becomes  greater  and  Itronger ) 
which  is  increas’d  by  an  irritation  ol  the 
Acrimony  of  Choler,  and  the  rarefadion  of 
the  Bloud  at  the  Heart ;  for  the  heat  and 
burning  in  the  Heart,  and  thence  in  the 
whole  Body,  is  increas’d  by  Choler  fuccef-

The  internal  Caufe  of  Agues  or  intermit¬ 
ting  Fevers,  is  an  obftrudion  of  one  or 
more  of  the  lateral  duds  or  branches  of  the 
Pancreas  of  Sweet-bread,  by  reafon  ofvifcous 
Phlegm;  which  being  feparated  from  the 
Bloud  by  the  Glandules  of  the  Pancreas  ,  is 
there  collected  by  degrees  ;  whence  it  is  fent 
(in  too  large  a  quantity)  to  the  main  dud  or 
pipe  thereof,  which  detaineth  the  Juice  of 
the  Pancreas  contrary  to  nature ,  which 
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ought  continually  to  flow  into  the  fmall 
Gut  called  Duodenum. 

The  Juice  of  the  Pancreas,  which  is  natu^ 
rally  fourifli,  being  compelled  to  Hand  {fill 
in  its  paflage,  quickly  grows  more  acrimo¬ 
nious,  or  acid ;  becaufe  the  Volatile  Spirit 
(which  is  naturally  conjoin  d  to  it,  to  temper 
it )  doth  gradually  fly  away  ,*  by  which  this 
Juice  (  becoming  more  fharp  and  acid  )  ac¬ 
quires  a  putrefactive  Ferment;  whence  at 
length  it  makes  way  through  the  obftrudring 
Phlegm,  and  is  eft  u  fed  into  the  Duodenum , 
where  meeting  with  Choler,  it  ftirs  up  a 
vitious  eftervefcency,  or  preternatural  Fer¬ 
ment,  from  whence  comes  the  Ague  fit, 
with  all  its  Symptoms ;  as  in  the  beginning 
Horrour,  Chilnefs,  Cold,  Shaking,  &c.  then 
prefently  follows  Reachings,  Yawning,  and 
Vomiting,  &c. 

At  length  acrimonious  and  flatulent  Va¬ 
pours  (raifed  by  the  -a  fore  fa  id  vitious  Efter¬ 
vefcency  )  are  carried  through  the  Lacteal ; 
-veins,  and  Thoracick  paflage,  and  fo  through 
the  Vena  cava  afcendens  ,  ( in  what  form 
foever  )  to  the  right  Ventricle  of  the  Heart;  * 
and  by  its  Acrimony,  alters  and  troubles  the 
vital  Eftervefcency,  and  by  over  ftirring  the 
Heart,  caufeth  a  more  frequent  Pulfe ;  and 
many  times  produceth  grievous  Symptoms, 
as  great  Heat  and  Thirll,  difficulty  of  brea¬ 
thing,  Beart-a.ch,  Raving,  Swouning,  #nd 
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all  other  Symptoms,  that  happen  in  all  in¬ 
termitting  Fevers.  J 

rhecaufe  The.  nature  of  vifcous  Phlegm  is  fuch, 

turn  aft  he  that  though  it  be  pierced  through  by  the 
fit.  Juice  of  the  Pancreas  too  acid  and  acrimoni¬ 
ous,  yet  it  doth  prefently  run  together  and 

>  unite  again,  and  fo  repairs  and  renues  the 

obflrudrion  that  was  in  part  opened  ;  and  the 
Juice  of  the  Pancreas  being  flopped  as  be¬ 
fore,  grows  four  by  Handing  Hill  as  afore- 
faid,  lo  that  it  forceth  through  the  Phlegm 
that  flopped  its  natural  paflage,  and  fo  pro¬ 
duced!,  a  new  fit;  fooner  or  later,  as  the 


Phlegm  (  obflrudring  the  lateral  paflage  of 
the  Pancreas )  is  pierced  through  by  the  fore¬ 
men  tion’d  Juice. 

For  if  the  obflrudting  Phlegm  be  not  very

Three  or  four  hours  before  the  coming  of 
the  fit,  you  may  give  three  or  four  fpoon- 
fulls  of  the  aforefaid  Cordial,  which  will, 
not  onely  caufe  a  breathing  fweat,  but  will  P1 
temper  and  correct  the  increas’d  Acidity  ana  ^ 
Acrimony  of  the  Juice  of  the  Pancreas ,  and  g 
hinder,  and  amend  its  vitious  Efiervefcency . 
with  Choleric,  in  the  fmall  gut,  which  will' 
conduce  much  to  a  Cure.  . 

Three  hours  before  the  return  of  the  nextp 
fit,  adminifter  an  antimonial  Emetick,  which  | 
is  in  this  cafe  proper  before  all  others ; 
by  the  help  thereof  not  onely  Choler  aboun- 
ding,  butalfo  phlegm  obftru&ing,  will  J<| 
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fecpell’d  to  the  fmall  gut,  and  thence  to  the 
%5tomach,  and  at  length  by  the  mouth  ,*  and 
;\he  Braining  to  vomit  doth  many  times  pro¬ 
cure  a  ftool  or  two,  which  is  very  beneficial.

■  Malign  Fevers  are  either  mofe  acute,  en¬ 
ding  in  few  days;  or  longer,  continuing 
more  days. 

'  And  they  are  either  contagious,  and  epi¬ 
demical  raging  among  many  in  the  fame 
time,  having  a  common  caufe,  as  the  Air  or 
Food  vitiated,  &c.  Infecting  others,  or  elfe 
they  are  not  contagious. 

—  Among  contagious  Fevers,  we  may  not  Ca^enm^ 
negletft  to  fpeak  fomething  of  a  Calenture, 
fjjr  becaufe  it  is  a  contagious  diftemper,  aflaul- 
i;i  ting  not  onely  thofe  which  ufe  the  Sea ;  but  ./•- 
Mfo  many  that  live  near  the  Sea-fhore,  in 
Sea- port  Towns,  &c.  are  fubjedt  to  it.

The  Caufe  (next  to  God’s  judgment)  is 
a  fliarp  venemous  and  contagious  volatile 
Salt  in  the  Air,  very  much  heightned  (infpi- 
red  with  the  Air  into  the  Lungs,  or  is  fwal* 
lowed  down  with  the  food  or  lpittle  into  the 
Stomach  ;  it  may  alfo  get  in  through  the 
pores  into  the  Body)  by  which  the  acid  li¬ 
quor  in  all  the  conglobated  glandules  isweak- 
ned  and  made  fluggifli,  that  it  doth  not  cir¬ 
culate  with  its  wonted  force :  whence  the

In  Latin  tis  called  inappetentia ,  becaufe 
in  this  diftemper  the  fick  hath  no  defire  af¬ 
ter  food,  but  their  minds  are  averfe  to,  yea 
they  loath  moft  kind  of  meat  and  drink, 
which  fometimes  rifeth  to  that  height,  that 
it  takes  away  their  ftrength. 

This  differs  from  vomiting  onely  in  de¬ 
grees,  it  being  a  defire  to  vomit  up  whatfo* 
ever  troubles  the  Stomach,  but  cannot,  ei¬ 
ther  by  reafon  of  weaknefs,  or  toughnefs  of 
the  matter.  .y| 

Loathing  is  called  in  Greek  vavv*>  ex

All  loathing  is  either  natural,  or  adven¬

Tiie.  natural  (for  the  moft  part)  is  common 
to  Women  with  Child ;  wherein  ’tis  thought 
by  fome,  that  the  mind  of  the  Child  in  the 
Womb  is  affected,  as  well  in  this  diftemper, 
as  in  the  diieafe  called  Malaria,  or  longing; 
wherein  if  the  Woman  have  not  prelently

loath  all  forts  of  food,  as  foon  as  they  fmell, 
tafle  or  fee  it.

z.  In  all  difeafes  this  is  an  evil  Symptome, 
and  if  the  fick  recover  and  want  Appetite, 
or  loath  their  Food,  there  is  danger  of  a  re* 
lapfe.

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If  the  Humours  incline  upward,  they 
may  be  fafely  carried  out  by  an  Antimoniai 
vomit ;  and  after  the  operation,  at  night  go¬ 
ing  to  bed,  let  the  fick  take  this  Cordial 
Opiate. 

Take  the  Waters  of  Damask-rofes,  Baum  Cordial 
and  Cinamon,  of  each  one  ounce ;  Syrup  of 
Clove-gilliflowers,  red  Poppies,  of  each  half 
an  ounce ;  Confeclio  Alkermes  half  a  drachm ; 
Laudanum  opiat.  four  grains  ;  Oil  of  Vitriol 
fix  drops ;  mix  it. 

But  if  the  humours  be  very  vifcous,  (and 
the  Stomach  be  not  naufeous)  let  them  be 
tiki  purged  out  by  flool,  with  fuch  Medicines  as 
have  power  to  alter,  amend  and  evacuate  the 
vitious  humours.

This  difeafe  was  thought  by  the  Ancients 
to  be  a  deprav’d  motion  of  the  Stomach  onely, 
by  which  it  ftriveth  to  expell  fomething 
which  is  hurtfull ;  but  experience  doth  ma¬ 
nned:,  that  it  is  a  convulsive  Motion  of  the 
Midriff  and  not  of  the  Stomach,  becaufe 
in  this  diftemper,  expiration  is  deprav’d •  and 
this  is  chiefly  perfected  by  the  Muicles  of  the 
Belly,  both  by  drawing  down  the  Bread:, 
and  comprefling  all  that  is  contain  d  in  the 
Belly,  and  driving  them  forward  towards 
the  Midriff  and  fo  compelling  it  upward 
(its  proper  motion  together  concurring)  by 
which  a  greater  ftraitnefs  is  made  in  the 
Bread:,  which  caufeth  the  Lungs  alfo  to  be 
flraitned,  and  confequently  the  Air  contain’d 
in  them  to  be  fuddenly  expir’d.  ' 

(  ’Tis  true,  in  this  diftemper,  the  Stomach 
is  primarily  affected  by  lharp  Vapours,  Wind, 
or  humours  whencefoever  proceeding,  which 
piercing  to  the  membranous  Centre  of  the 
Midriff,  provoke  it  by  pricking,  or  corro¬ 
ding,  to  perform  that  convulfive  motion ;  in 
which  the  Diaphragma  is  contracted  with  a

The  internal  caufe  rifeth  up  out  of  the 
fmall  Gut,  by  the  vitious  Eftervefcency  of  fi 
the  humours  there  meeting ;  from  whence 
fharp,  halituous  or  windy  Vapours  are  rais’d 
to  the  upper  Orifice  of  the  Stomach,  by 
which  it  is  foon  corroded ;  and  thence  the 
fharp  flatuous  Humours,  or  Vapours,  are 
prefently  carried  through  the  Vefiels  of  the 
Diaphragma ,  and  flicking  in  its  fubflance, 
do  corrode  its  fenfible  parts,  and  compel! 
it  to  that  Convulfive  repeating  contradion 
of  it  felf. 

When  the  Hicket  is  the  Symptome  of  any 
other  grievous  difeafe,  as  an  acute  Fever,  In¬ 
flammation,  &c.  it  is  dangerous,  andfome

In  mofl  ordinary  Hickets,  the  party  is  eafi- 
iy  reflor’d,  either  by  flopping  the  Breath,  or 
by  fuddenly  furprifing  them  with  fear. 

But  as  often  as  fharp  poifonous  Food  or 
Medicines,  or  any  flatuous  humours  be  in 
the  Stomach,  & c.  caufing  the  Hicket ;  they 
mu  ft  be  prefently  expelled  by  an  Antimoni- 
al  Emetick,  which  will  not  onely  empty  the 
peccant  humours  upward  and  downward, 

but 
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but  will  corred  and  amend  the  liurtfull  hu* 
mours  in  the  Body. 

After  the  Operation  of  the  Emetick,  the 
following  Cordial  Opiate  will  conduce  to  dif- 
fipate  the  molefting  Vapours,  which  remain 
about  the  Mouth  of  the  Stomach ;  and  will 
flay  the  Hicket,  and  mildly  procure  Beep. 

Take  the  Waters  of  Treacle,  Cinamon,  (W/*/

ters  of  Baum  and  Mint,  of  each  two  ounces; 
Corfettio  Alkermes  two  drachms  ;  Laudanum 
opiqtum  fix  grains;  Spirits  ol  Harts-horn, 

Niter  dulcified ,  of  each  twenty  drops ;

Let  the  Tick  often  take  two  Tpoon  fulls  of 
this  Opiate,  till  they  be  difpos’d  to  reft. 

If  this  diftemper  be  obftinate,  and  yields

Drinking  of  warm  Milk  from  the  Cow  is

BElching  is  called  in  Latin  ruftatio  &  rue-

Any  thing  which  breaks  up  from  the  Sto¬ 
mach  in  the  kind  of  a  rift,  or  windy  Vapour, 
and  is  expell’d  by  the  Mouth  with  noife,  may 
properly  be  called  belching. 

The  caufe  of  this  diftemper,  is  either  out¬ 
ward,  or  inward. 

The  outward  is  from  windy  food ,  or 
other  flatuous  things  taken,  as  Beans,  Peafe, 
Radifhes,  (Sc.  3

The  internal  caufe  is  either  from  a  phleg- 
matick  vifcous  humour  adhering  to  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  where  it  is  rarefied  into  wind  by  Aro- 
maticks  taken ;  or  from  the  fame  vifcous  hu¬ 
mour  in  the  fmall  Guts,  turned  into  wind 
by  Choler  over  fat,  and  volatile ;  and  thence 
it  is  driven  forward  to  the  Stomach,  where¬ 
by  the  Fermentation  of  Food  is  deprav’d  in¬ 
to  a  noifome  Crudity  ,*  whence  Belches  like 
rotten  Eggs,  &c.  are  rais’d,  which  doth  dif- 
tend  and  gnaw  the  Stomach. 

If  the  Phlegmatick  matter,  which  cleaveth  Progn. 
to  the  V entricle,  or  fmall  Guts, be  very  tough, 
the  belching  is  more  hardly  excluded, -whence 
often  a  fwelling,  and  troublefome  Diftenfi- 
on  oi  the  Stomach  follows  ;  &  e  contra . 

The  Cure  may  be  fafely  and  happily  per-  Cure, 
form  d,  onely  by  correcting,  and  educing 
the  Phlegmatick  vifcous  humours  aboun¬ 
ding  ;  for  which  there  are  variety  of  Medi¬ 
cines  prefcrib’d  in  the  third  and  fourth  Pages 
in  the  Cure  of  the  Head-ach.

In  vomiting, fometimes  food,  (either  crude, 
or  more  or  lefs  fermented)  is  call  out  by  the 
Gullet  and  Mouth  ,*  fometimes  Bloud,  fome¬ 
times  Choler,  and  other  times  manifold  hu¬ 
mours  and  matter  of  divers  Colours,  Take 
and  Confiftency ;  and  fometimes  the  Excre¬ 
ments  returning  to  the  Stomach  (as  in  Ilim 
pafto)  is  expell’d  by  that  prepofterous  way  of 
vomiting,  wherein,  omnia  natum  prcepojlen 
legihus  want. 

All  the  differences  occurring  in  feveralfick 
People,  are  very  difficult  to  be  numbred,  or

to  make  an  exaOt  Examination  of  all  the 
Symptoms,  and  thence  to  give  a  folid  Judg¬ 
ment  of  every  one.

The  Caufe  of  Zfotf,  or  //we*  paffio,  is  an 
excrementitious  vifcous  matter  that  doth 
adhere  unto  the  Gut  called  lleo ;  which  in 
time  is  coagulated  into  a  very  hard  fubftance, 
almoft  in  the  form  of  Bullets;  (of  which  f 
have  had  large  experience)  whence  all  paf- 
fage  through  for  the  excrements  by  fiege  is 
ftopt,  and  anon  their  regrefs  and  afcent  to 
the  Stomach  follows,  with  a  miferable  vo¬ 
miting  of  them. 

The  Rupture  of  the  Peritoneum  maybe

The  voiding  of  matter  by  vomiting  and 
ftool,  is  not  to  be  {laid,  but  mildly  promo¬ 
ted,  feeing  it  is  wholly  unnatural,  and  hurt- 
full  to  the  Body  :  but  its  new  rife  is  to  be 
hindred  as  much  as  may  be,  feeing  it  is  bred 
of  bloud,  which  is  the  fuel  of  our  vital  fire , 
and  the  fuftenance  of  all  parts  of  the  Bo¬ 
dy. 

Among  all  the  medicines  that  move  or 
promote  the  voiding  of  matter,  and  hinder 
the  continual  breeding  of  it,  out  of  corrupt 
bloud  ;  I  prefer  and  commend  Antimonials, 
rightly  prepar’d  ,*  as  well  Emeticks,  as  other 
preparations  of  it,  as  Antimonium  Diaphore¬ 
tic.  and  above  all,  a  Balfam  made  artificially 
of  its  flowers,  which  will  powerfully  conduce 
to  alter  and  correct  the  harms  befalling  the 
Body  by  matter,  and  hinder  the  new  produ¬ 
cing  of  it. 

Alfo  Balfam  of  Sulphur  with  Oil  of  Anife- 
feed  is  excellent  to  cleanfe  and  confolidate 
any  inward  Ulcer ;  if  two  or  three  drops  of 
it  be  taken  often  in  a  day  in  any  pleafant 
aling  vehicle. 

In  all  preternatural  vomitings  keep  the 
Belly  open,  fo  that  the  tick  may  have  (  at 
ieaft)  every  day  a  ftool ,  either  by  Nature 
or  Art  ;  and  let  the  peccant  humours  remain

Of  pain  in  the  Stomach ,  and  of  various  pains 
of  the  Guts ,  as  Cholick ,  &c 


H  E  pains  of  the  Stomach  may  be 


diftinguiftfd  or  divided  into  two  forts, 
viz.  of  the  upper  and  lower  orifice. 
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^  If  the  upper  orifice  of  the  Stomach,  (which 

Hj  is  of  exquifite  fenfe,  by  reafon  of  the  inter¬ 
im  texture  of  Nerves  with  which  it  is  wonder- 
i  fully  furnifh’d  from  the  vaga  fexta ,  where¬ 
of  branches  are  alfo  communicated  to  the 
Heart )  be  affeded ,  it  is  called  in  Greek 

jict,  vel  KapS'iayuoiy  ex  x.apJi a,  Cor. 

It  is  alfo  called  in  Latin  Cardiacus  dolor , 
cut  os  Ventriculi  dolet ,  &  per  confenfum  cordis , 
ergo  vocatur  affetlio  Cordis ,  feu  oris  ventriculi. 
For  the  Mouth,  or  upper  orifice  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach  being  primarily  affeded,  the  Heart 
erti;;  Puffers  by  content. 

If  the  lower  orifice,  called  Pilorus ,  be 
affeded,  it  is  called  dolor  feu  colica  ventriculi ; 
efpecially  if  it  come  of  wind. 

The  pains  of  the  Guts  may  alfo  be  diftin-*. 
guiflfd,  becaufe  one  while  the  fmall  guts,  and 
other  whiles  the  thick  guts  are  griev’d. 

As  often  as  the  upper  part  of  the  fmall  gut, 
(nearefl  the  Stomach,)  is  pain’d,  becaufe  that 
part  of  the  gut  is  over  the  right  Region  of 
the  Lions,  it  maketh  the  Patient  (and  fome- 
times  the  Phyfician)  think  that  the  pain  is  in 
them. 

But  if  that  part  of  the  fmall  gut  which  rifeth 
up  from  the  Loins  and  Mefenterie, (Towards 
the  left  Hypochondrium )  be  affiided  with  ten¬ 
dings  and  diflenfions,  with  a  notable  hardnefs, 
this  is  attributed  to  the  Spleen,  even  by  fome

For  the  Gut  lie  on  is  for  the  mod  part  con-  flI)l 
torted  hither  and  thither  ,  up  and  down 
about  the  region  of  the  Navel, and  from  thence 
a  little  upward  ;  but  the  Colon  from  the  Na- 
v»l  downward,  the  pain  of  the  Cholick  gene¬ 
rally  prefling  to  the  bottom  of  the  Belly,  as 
well  as  to  each  Tide,  and  the  Back,  &c.  ac¬ 
cording  as  the  Gut  is  writhed  which  is  almoft 
in  the  manner  of  a  Roman  S.  being  roll’d  4^ 
to  the  Navel,  and  from  thence  with  a  re¬ 
markable  winding  through  the  middle  of  the 
Belly,  it  is  writh’d  to  the  left  kidney,  and 
groin,  and  fo  down  to  the  Os  facrum  ,  and 
bladder,  and  ends  in  the  right  Gut ;  whence 
the  pain  riling  in  the  circuit  and  circumfe¬ 
rence  of  the  Belly  below  the  Navel  may  truly 
be  called  Cholical. 

Sometimes  there  is  a  hot  diftending  pain 
with  pulfation  and  inflammation  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  thick  Guts  called  Re  Hum  ;  and 
this  is  either  with  a  troublefome  rending)

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as  in  the  internal  or  blind  Hemorrhoids  ;  or 
elfe  it  is  a  corroding  pain,  accompani’d  with 
v  more  or  lei's  itching,  perpetually  provoking 
to  fiege  as  in  the  Tenefmus^  which  oft  times  Tenefmu* 
i  y  follow  a  Dyfentery  or  bloudy  flux. 

In  thefe  various  pains  of  the  Guts,  there  Si&nu 
■is  one  while  a  hot  burning  with  pulfation, 
and  other  whiles  a  cold  chilnefs  ieemeth  to . 
be  flxt ;  pricking,  and  (as  •  it  were)  boring 
the  bowels,*  fometimes  there  is  a  diftenfion  of 
the  bowels,  prefling  them  with  a  fenfe  of 
:  weight,  wonderfully  writhing  and  contort¬ 
ing  them  withfucha  tearing  corroding  pain,

r’  forc’d  to  Hand  flill  in  the  veflels  till  at  length 
(after  a  great  diflenfion)  the  veflels  burlt,  and 
■  the  bloud  is  effus’d,  which  breedeth  an  in¬ 
flammation,  and  a  manileft  pulfation  about 
part  afted:ed,  by  which  it  maybe  dif* 
” ’d  from  any  other  Kind. 
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pain  rifeth  from  Choler  too 


raifing  an  effervefcency 
with  the  juice  of  the  Pancreas  too  acid  ;  as 
experience  teacheth  in  outward  things ;  for 
if  you  pour  Spirit  of  Vitriol  to  oil  of  Turpen¬ 
tine,  it  will  prefently  raife  an  effervefcency  # 
join’d  with  a  notable  heat  and  burning. 

This  burning  pain  is  chiefly  felt  in  the  re¬ 
gion  of  the  Loins,  becaufe  there  is  the  con¬ 


flux  of  Choler,  and  the  juice  of  the  Pancreas  ; 
and  from  thence  arifeth  vitious  lharp  va¬ 
pours,  which  produce  griping  pains  of  the 
Stomach,  and  pricking  pains  in  the  Guts,  as 
alfo  other  wandring  pains  therein.  | 

If  the  pain  be  chill  and  cold,  it  is  caus’d 
from  the  juice  of  the  Pancreas  very  acid  and 
lharp ;  which  raife th  a  vitious  effervefcency 
with  Choler  (not  oily)  and  phlegm  together 
as  we  may  obferve,  if  we  mix  Spirit  of  Vitri¬ 
ol  with  any  volatile  Salt  not  oily,  how  itwif 
raife  an  effervefcency  ,  coupled  with  a  no 
table  Chilnefs,  and  Coldnefs  onely  fenfible ; 
hence  we  may  conclude,  that  the  operation 


of  the  acid  Spirit  in  producing  cold,  is  much 

promoted  by  phlegm.  '

This  worm  is  full  of  joints,  and  is  a  native 
of  the  Jejunum,  which  is  a  fit  place  to  nou- 
riih  thefe  Milk-fuckers,  or  craving  Verminej 
there  being  the  moft  fupply  of  milky  Juice, 
by  reafon  of  the  numerous  la<fteal  Vends.

The  material  caufe  of  all  worms  is  (  mod 
commonly)  the  inconcoded  part  of  the 
Chylus  which  is  produc’d  of  fuch  nourifhment 
as  eafily  putrifieth  in  the  Stomacli  ,*  as  green 
fruit,  &c.  which  gives  fullicient  matter  to 
thefe  intruding  Vermine. 

This  part  of  the  Chylus  being  crude,  and  • 
unfit  for  fanguification,  is  left  (_  undrawn  by 
the  ladeal  Veins)  in  the  inteftines,  where  it  : 
is  mixed  with  pituitous  humours,  and  elabo¬ 
rated  by  the  temperate  heat  of  the  guts, 
which  is  the  efficient  caufe  of  fuch  like 
generations. 

The  form  which  lay  hid  in  this  matter  be-  • 
fore,  is  afterward  generated  by  the  tempe¬ 
rate  heat  of  the  Bowels,  and  according  to 
the  diverfity  of  the  latent  forms,  fundry  \ 
forts  of  worms  are  bred.  >  ;

If  the  long  broad  worm  be  in  the  fmall 
guts,  the  party  hath  an  infatiable  Appetite, 
the  Body  confumeth,  having  quick  dools 
after  eating,  in  which  there  is  often  a  fub- 
flance  like  to  the  Seeds  of  Cucumbers. 

If  the  fmall  worms  called  Afcarides ,  be 
bred  in  the  inteflinum  rectum,  there  is  a  pain¬ 
full  itching  in  Anus  with  provocation  to

If  the  flaort  thick  worms  like  Botts  be  bred 
in  the  Colon,  there  is  a  wringing  troublefome 
pain,  and  they  often  come  from  the  Patient 
night  and  day,  without  any  Excrements,  or 
motion  to  {tool.

And  here  the  place  or  refidence  of  the  of¬ 
fending  Vermine  is -to  be  considered,  viz. 
whether  it  be  the  Stomach  or  Bowels ;  if  the 
Bowels,  whether  the  moll .  external,  as  the 
ReBum ,  or  more. internal,  as  the  Colon,  Been, 
or  Jejunum;  and  according  to  the  different 
feat  of  fuch  internal  offen  fives  of  life, 
mull  differently  level  our  remedies,  and 
manner  of  Cure.  ;  ■  .

The  external  general  occafional  cauie  if 

contracting  Cold  in  the  Region  of  the Telly,  A 
&c.  which  doth  cramp  not  onely  theMuicie 
of  the  Abdomen,  but  alfo  the  tender  Fibres* 
of  the  Inteftines,  cruciating  all  the  aheC  ea  | 
parts  with  obdurate  Contractions ;  whjcn^ 
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more  aggravated  when  the  Moon  doth  come 
to  oppofition  with  the  Sun.  Which  may  be  al¬ 
io  obferv’d  in  all  Spafms  and  convullive  mo¬ 
tions, that  about  the  full  of  the  Moon, the  tide 
'  of  fuch  nervous  difeafes  doth  rife  highelbEfpe- 
cially  in  thofe  places  where  the  direct  afped:s 
of  the  nodturnal  luminary  have  the  moll 
power ;  which  demonflration  will  evince  to 
be  between  the  Tropicks,  which  many  of 
our  Mariners,  ’  (  who  have  failed  that  way  ) 
can  tell  by  wofull  experience.  \ 

Another  external  procuring  caufe  of  this 
grievous  dileafe  is  a  mineral  Gas  pending 
from  the  Caverns  of  the  Earth,  infelting  the 
Air  with  its  poifonous  Fumes,  whereby  not 
onely  the  tender  fibrous,  and  nervous  parts 
of  the  Belly  are  oft  times  crampt  with  C6n- 
vulfive  fpafms ;  but  the  mineral  Fumes  be¬ 
ing  infpired  with  the  Air  into  the  Body,  pro¬ 
duce  molt  eminent  apparent  evils,  as  the  v 
Corruption  of  the  Chyle  into  porraceous  and 
adult  Choler,  from  whence  followeth  irrita¬ 
ting  Vomitings ,  and  the  Conltipation  of 
the  Belly,  with  obduratenefs  of  the  excre¬ 
ments,  which  inflames  the  Bowels,  and  en- 
tails  a  Symptomatical  fever,  with  a  heavy 
and  flow  pull^and  as  the  pain  doth  aggravate 
more  and  more,  there  is  want  of  fleep  and 
reft,  with  other  uneafinefs,  and  commotions 
of  Body  and  Mind  ;  as  the  Operatours  in 
Chymiltry  have  fometimes  experience  of

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At  the  fir  ft  feifure  of  this  evil,  the  Mufcles 
of  the  -Abdomen  ,  and  fometimes  thofe  of 
the  Breaft  and  Back,  ( through  contra  dionO 
prove  hard  and  painfull,  as  in  our  ordinary 
Cramps ;  which  Symptoms  will  evince,  that 
•  thefe  Vapours  are  peccant  in  an  acid  Acri* 


( to  their  coft  and  trouble  )  in  mineral  pre¬ 
parations  ;  for  if  a  Veflel  chance  to  break,  the 
ftiarp  and  acid  Vapours,  or  Gas  of  the  mine¬ 
ral,  immediately  feifeth  the  Animal  fpirits  1,1 
of  all  that  are  in  the  Elaboratory  ;  by  which 
they  are  mov’d  unequally  (  againft  the  will) 
through  the  Nerves  to  the  Mufculous  parts, 
which  caufeth  Convulfive  motions,  with- 
trembling  and  lhaking  of  the  Limbs,  and 
other  accumulated  evils. 

The  like  grievous  Symptoms  ( though 
not  fo  violent  )  happen  to  many  People  that 
inhabit  near  the  mineral  Mines  in  Hmgaria , 
and  alfo  in  fome  Places  of  England  as  Derby- 
jhire ,  &c.  Where  there  are  Lead-works,  from 
whence  mineral  Fumes  continually  afccnd 
from  the  feparating  Oar,  which  infefteth  the 
Air,  a  nd  is  a  great  producer  of  fuch  Convul¬ 
five  effeds.  '  .

tain  water,  of  each  three  pints,  till  the  third 
part  be  boiled  away,  then  drain  it,  and  add 
the  bed  Manna,  Syrup  of  Succory  with 
Rhubarb,  of  each  three  ounces ;  mix  it. 

Let  the  Tick  take  four  fpoonfulls  of  this 
three  times  a  day,  till  the  vifcous  phlegm  and 
Choler  be  fufficiently  evacuated,  and  the  na¬ 
tural  colour  of  the  body  redored.

peflary  tranfpiration ;  till  at  length  a  great 
quantity  of  water  is  accumulated,  and  ftagna- 
ting  in  the  affected  parts,  in  time  may  Work 
farther  alterations  on  the  lubje&d  Bowels.

and  alfo  they  are  cured  with  the  fame  medi¬ 
cines,  that  Women  are  cured  with,  when

fore  I  think  this  fuffocation  may  be  more 
properly  called  Hypochondriacal. 

It  may  be  called  the  Mother  of  the  Scurvy, 
becaufe  the  vital  Principles  (  in  this  difeafe  ) 
are  feduced  to  declenfion  and  deviation  from 
their  reditude,  the  digeftive  offices  being 
all  depraved.

but  becaufe  thofe  parts  are  more  weak  in 
their  aflimilation,  being  remote  from  flip- 
ply  of  vital  Spirits,  therefore  they  have  the 
firft  tokens  of  defection.

__  Icier  is,  Febris  alba ;  In  Englilh  the 

Virgins  Difeafe,  the  White  Fever,  and  the 
White  Jaundice  ;  becaufe  in  this  difeafe  the 
native  colour  of  the  Face  is  pale. 

This  difeafe  is  caufed  either  from  defeat 
of  Bloud,  or  it  proceedeth  from  plenty  of 

Q.4  crude 
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crude,  vifcous,  phlegmatick  humours,  ob- 
ftruding  the  veins  about  the  Womb, by  which 
the  courfes  are  fuppreft ;  the  veins  of  the  Ma¬ 
trix  being  obft  rubied,  that  fuperfluous  Bloud 
which  nature  hath  ordained  to  be  evacuated 
that  way,  having  not  paflage,  doth  return  to 
the  greater  Veffels,  and  is  circulated  with 
the  whole  mafs  of  Bloud  and  humours,  by 
which  they  are  in  time  vitiated,  and  a  Ca* 
chexie  or  ill  habit  of  body  is  thence  caufed  ; 
for  the  Bloud  and  natural  humours,  being 
indued  with  a  vitious  quality,  the  nourilh- 
iflent  of  all  the  parts  of  the  body  will  be 
deprav’d  feveral  ways,  according  to  the  va¬ 
riety  of  the  quality  peccant ;  whence  like- 
wife  not  onely  the  fermentation  of  Food,  but 
alfo  the  Appetite  of  it  is  deprav’d  ;  where¬ 
fore  Anxieties  i  and  Palpitation  of  the 
Heart,  & c.  troubleth  the  lick,  as  well  before 
as  after  Food  taken  in.

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Many  Hiftories  mention,  that  Stones  are  HiJ iffries. 
produced  from  a  done-making  Spirit,  or 
Breath  out  of  the  Earth,  which  hath  turned 
the  Bodies  of  Men,  Beads  and  other  things 
into  Stone. 

River /us,  (  in  his  lad  edition  )  quoteth 
Aventius  Anna l.  Bavar.  lib.  7.  Anno  1343. 
who  faith,  that  above  fifty  Men,  with  many 
Cattle  were  turned  into  Stone. 

Ortelius  telleth  the  like  dory,  that  whole 
Herds  in  Rujfia  have  been  turned  into  Stone. 

And  Camerarius  reporteth,  that  in  the  Pro¬ 
vince  of  Chilo  in  Armenia ,  at  the  blad  of  a 
South-wind  (  which  happeneth  four  times 
in  a  Year  )  whole  Troops  of  Horfe  have 
been  turned  into  Statues  of  Stone,  danding 
in  the  lame  warlike  Podure,  in  w  hich  they 
were  marching. 

Children  are  mod  inclinable  to  this  Mon- 
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der  in  Nature,  becaufe  they  have  much 
moidure,  and  weak  digedions,  which  gene¬ 
rate  Crudities. 

Stones  are  generated  in  many  parts  of  the 
Body,  as  the  Gall,  Reins,  Bladder,  &c. 

I  once  opened  a  Woman  that  had  fixty  mfiory. 
four  Stones  in  her  Gall. 

I  alfo  didecded  another  whole  Ureters 
were  dony,  and  out  of  her  Gall  I  took  out 
a  large  Stone,  and  a  fmall  one  ( about  the 
bignefs  of  a  Hazle-nut )  out  of  the  Neck  of 
tte  Gall.

z.  Pain  from  acrid  Lympha ,  &e.  may  be 
cured  in  thofe  that  are  young,  if  the  ftrength 
be  not  too  much  deje&ed,  nor  the  Difeafe 
hereditary. 

That  we  may  now  addrefs  our  felves  to 
the  Cure  of  thefe  grievous  Difeafes  ,*  I  would 
advife  thofe  who  are  not  very  skilfull  in  the 
Art  of  Phyfick,  to  forbear  giving  of  any 
thing  in  thefe  Diftempers,  without  the  Ad- . 
vice  of  an  expenenc  d  Phyfician ;  for  I  believe 
many  Stones  have  been  bred  in  thofe  Bo¬ 
dies  (who  before  were  free  from  it,  and  were 
onely  troubled  with  Nephritick  pains  )  by 
the  frequent  taking  of  ill  Medicines $  for 
many  Remedies  have  been  invented  to  dil- 
Jofve  the  Stone  ,*  but  experience  teacheth  that 
they  are  moft  of  them  inimical  to  the  Reins 
and  Bladder,  and  debilitate  their  Ferment. 

The  fol vent  of  the  Stone  ought  to  be  ho- 
mogenious,  and  fo  fingular,  that  it  fubmit 
not  to  any  digeftions,  or  fermental  Powers, 
through  which  it  pafleth  in  its  way  to  the 
parts  affedted ;  for  the  Virtue  of  all  common 
Remedies  taken  at  the  Mouth,  are  alter'd  and 
tranfmuted  jn  palling  three  digeflions :  For 
'  ?  :-f  -  .  '  '  fc'::  ''  ‘  .acid 
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acid  things,  (  from  which  much  hath  been 

11  hoped  )  as  foon  as  they  are  paft  the  Stomach, 
lofe  their  acidity ,  and  are  converted  into 
a  feline  Nature,  fo  that  the  dilTolving  Pow¬ 
er  of  the  acid  is  wholly  tranfmuted  before  it 
gets  either  to  the  Reins  or  Bladder. 

Likewife  thofe  Medicines  which  are  injec¬ 
ted  into  the  Bladder  with  a  Syringe,  ought 
to  be  agreeable  to  its  Ferment,  that  it  may 
not  be  painfull  thereto;  for  if  but  a  fmall  quan¬ 
tity  of  any  fharp  Medicine  be  injedred,  it 
ftirreth  up  an  intolerable  Strangury,  it  being 
wholly  foreign  to  the  Ferment  of  the  part. 

And  feeing  the  Stone,  and  all  other  Dife 
tempers  of  the  Reins  and  Bladder,  are  wont 
to  be  bred,  and  increafed  in  length  of  time ; 
the  Remedies  which  you  adminiller  mull  be 
long  us’d,  before  you  may  have  experience 
of  their  effects. 

I  will  here  fet  dowrn  fome  choice  Medi¬ 
cines,  not  onely  to  hinder  the  increale,  but 
to  didolve  fmall  Stones  in  humane  Bodies, 
if  they  be  long  enough  us’d. 

Amongft  which  we  may  defervedly  at¬ 
tribute  the  fir  ft  place  to  Spirit  ol  Niter  (  fee¬ 
ing  Stones  of  any  kind  are  fo  eafily  and 
manifeftly  broken  and  diflblved  by  it)  which 
may  commodioufly  be  mixt  in  any  ordinary 
Brink,  or  Wine  and  Broths,  & c.  to  a  light 
acidity  ,•  whofe  excellent  effects  all  may  ad¬ 
mire,  •  •' 
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If  the  Patient  have  a  coftive  Body,  you 
may  give  the  following  Lenitive  three  or  I 
four  times  in  a  week.

tended,  it  hath  not  power  to  contra#  it 
felf,  hence  the  voiding  of  Urine  is  fuppreft.

real  Affed. 

This  Itch  in  fpite  of  Mortals  will  be  catch¬ 
ing,  (where  there  is  no  fear  of  God  to  re- 
ftrain  J  but  the  beginning  natural  momen- 
tany  Pleafure,  will  often  urge  a  fmartfull 
end  ;  fo  that  this  is  the  produd  of  that  fin  of 
uncleannefs,  for  which  God  hath  pronoun¬ 
ced  ,  Hebrews  13.4.  Whore -mongers  and 
Adulterers  God  will  judge. 

To  defcribe  this  virulent  contagious  Di- 
'Teafe,  It  is  an  univerfal  four  taint  of  the  fper- 
matick  parts,*  the  feed  in  the  fpermatick 
Vefiels  being  firft  corrupted  with  a  cold  in- 
digefted  Putridnefs,  is  fometimes  conveyed 
outward  to  the  groins,  infeding  the  obfcene 
parts  with  a  filthy  eating  Crufty  fcab.

Let  the  Diet  be  drying ;  roll;  Meat  is 
better  than  boil’d. 

Mutton,  Chickens, Partridges,  Rabbets,^, 
are  all  good  Food. 

When  ftrength ;  doth  begin  to  increafe, 
Bread  and  Raifins  may  be  eaten. 

The  greater  Symptoms  of  this  Difeafe, 
are  the  Running  of  the  Reins,  Nodes,  Ca¬ 
runcles,  &c. 

The  Running  of  the  Reins  is  called  in 
Greek  y>n\ ex  yvnfemn,  &  fiafluoj  it  being 
a  Flux  of  natural  Seed  of  Man  or  Woman 
unwittingly. 

If  the  Gonorrhea  be  virulent,  it  is  a  pralu- 
dium  to  the  Pox,  and  muff  be  cur’d  the 
lame  way;  but  if  it  be  newly  contracted,

It  may  be  called  in  Latin  morbus  fpinalis , 
it  being  a  Difeafe  of  the  Spine  of  the  Back. 

This  fpinal  Difeafe  is  commonly  called  in 
Englilh  Rickets. 

It  is  peculiar  to  Children,  becaufe  they 

abound  with  a  crude  phlegmatick  matter ; 

ror  if  they  labour  under  a  cold  moift  Diftem-  ■ 1  lct 

per,  there  is  prefently  a  Penury  and  Paucity 

of  the  Animal  Spirits ;  for  the  Brain,  cere*  ^ 

helium ,  and  fpinalis  medulla ,  being  more  com-  M 
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pad  than  is  wont,  is  unfit  for  percolation, 
fo  that  the  mod  fpirituous  part  of  the  Bloud 
cannot  pierce,  or  be  ftreinM  through  it : 

Hence  the  reparation  of  the  Animal  Spirits 

is  diminiflit. 

For  the  aforefaid  cold,  moifl,  phlegmatick 
Humours,  compacting  the  foft  fubilance  of 
the  Brain,  &c,  it  is  thereby  too  much  thick- 
ned  and  flraitned  in  its  porous  paflages. 

The  coJdnefs  of  Air,  Water,  or  Snow,  ve¬ 
hemently  affecting  the  Head,  feems  to  con¬ 
firm  and  prove  this  opinion ;  becaufe  when 
the  Glandules  of  the  Brain  are  affected  and 
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thickned  by  a  fluffing  of  the  Head  with 
Coldnefs,  then  a.  more  fparing  production  of 
the  Animal  Spirits  ufeth  to  follow. 

The  eflence  of  this  Difeafe  confifts  not 
onely  in  the  Animal,  and  vital,  but  natural 
Conflitution  alfo,  all  the  Functions  being  (in 
time)  vitiated :  For  the  fpinalis  medulla  being 
primarily  affected,  all  the  Nerves  which 
proceed, from  if  (  in  its  paflage  through  the 
\fpina  Dor  ft )  muft  of  neceflity  be  ilupifi’d, 
and  vitiated  with  a  loofe  Feeblenefs ;  hence 
alfo  all  the  nervous,  membranous,  and  fi¬ 
brous,  parts,  through  which  thofe  Nerves 
,are  carried,  or  inlsrted  into,  mufl  confe- 
(juently  be  vitiated  with  an  inward  weak 
Slippennefs ;  fo  that  the  very  ends  of  the 
bones,  as  well  as  all  the  Faculties  of  the  Bo- 
>  bear  a  fliare  in  this  D  idem  per. 
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When  the  Rickets  is  confirm’d  in  Infants, 

it  feems  to  have  fome  affinity  with  divers 
other  Difeafes,  viz.  a  Chronical  fever,  an 
extenuation  or  leannefs  of  the  Body,  and  an 
Hydrocephalus ,  and  many  more,  which  are 
frequently  complicated  with  this  affed. 

And  indeed  not  onely  this,  but  moil:  o- 
ther  Difeafes  (  in  procefs  of  time  )  do  unite 
unto  themfelves  other  affeds  of  a  different 
kind,  and  therefore  (for  the  mofl  part) 
there  is  a  complication  of  Chronical  difeafes 
before  Death. 

The  Caufes  are  either  external,  or  in¬ 
ternal.  •  ;  .  ..  , 

The  external  may  be  any  of  the  Non¬ 
naturals  exceeding,  either  in  excefs  or  de- 
fed. 

All  things  cold  and  moifl  do  powerfully 
contribute  to  this  Difeafe,  efpecially  an  over 
cold  and  moifl  Air,  which  is  mofl  frequent 
in  the  Spring;  the  Air  being  then  cloudy, 
thick ,  rainy ,  and  full  of  vaporous  Exha¬ 
lations. 

Hereupon  the  Children  of  thofe  which 
inhabit  near  the  Banks  of  the  Sea,  or  great 
Rivers,  Ponds  or  Mar  flies ;  (  that  are  ob¬ 
noxious  to  too  much  Rain,  or  are  fed  with 
a  great  Number  of  Springs )  are  more  or 
Ids  fubjed  to  this  a  fled,*  for  by  the  Con¬ 
tinuance  of  fuch  cold  and  moiflure,  the  Bloud 
and  Humours  becomes  too  flipperv,  and 

therefore 
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therefore.  ( in  their  Circulation  )  they  mufl 
unavoidably  caufe  a  foftnefs  and  loofenefs  in 
all  the  parts. 

Alfo  experience  teftifieth  that  thofe  Chil¬ 
dren  which  are  born,  and  nurfed  near  the 
Lead-mines  in  Derhy-jhire ,  &c.  are  generally 
affe&ed  more  or  lels  with  a  languidnefs  of  the 
Limbs. 

For  the  Air  being  inferred  with  noxiousme- 
talline  Exhalations ,  which  (for  the  moll 
part)  fight  againfl  the  inherent  Spirits  of  the 
parts,  by  a  kind  of  venemous  malignity;  by 
which  the  fpirituous  pulfificative  ForceVf  the 
external  parts  is  extinguilhed,and  the  flrength 
of  the  Limbs,  and  whole  Body  much  weak¬ 
ened  and  diminifh’d. 

I'  Hither  we  may  alfo  refer  fine  foft  Linen 
applied  a&ually  cold  and  moift, '  (  being  not 
well  dried  by  reafon  of  the  moiflnefs  of  the 

weather)  to  the  Spine  of  the  Back,  which  is 

near  the  Original  of  the  Nerves;  the  ufe 

thereof  being  too  long  continu’d,  it  cherifh- 

cth  the  Roots  of  this  Difeafe  in  that  tender 
Age. 

Likewife  Aliments  of  any  kind,  which  are 

‘  t0j  and  co^  >  or  t0°  thick,  vifcous 
jnd  obftrudive,  do  manifeflly  cherifh  this 
thi  temper. 

m  ^nc}. I am  Educed  to  believe  that  Ebriety 
nglifh  people,  efpeciallv  the  Gentry ;  and 
1  lng°f  much  Flefh;  and  not  ufmg  frequent 

^  z  labour, 
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labour,  or  exercife,  may  be  a  reafon  why 
this  Difeafe  is  more  common  and  natural  to 
Children  in  England ,  than  in  other  Regions, 
perhaps  far  exceeding  it  both  in  cold  and 
moifbure;  as  Scoil&ncf  H oil  anti y  ore.  wherein 
this  affect  hath  not  been  obferv’d  to  be  very 

common.  • 

And  therefore  ebriety  and  eating  of  much 
Flefli,  and  defect  of  motion,  and  want  of 
exercife  doth  moil  frequently,  and  molt 
effectually  concur  to  the  production  of  it; 
becaufe  the  inherent  heat  (in  ftupid  and 
fluggifh  People)  is  not  fufficicnt  to  refit  and 
expell  the  fuperfluous  moifture  by  a  due 
tranfpiration :  By  which  means  the  Circula¬ 
tion  of  the  Bloud  is  become  flow  and  lefned, 
and  the  production  of  the  vital  heat  very 
feeble,  and  weak ;  fo  that  nature  is  thereby 
forced  to  permit  all  the  parts  of  the  Body  to 
be  affected  with  a  certain  foftnefs,  loofenefs, 
and  internal  lubricity,  more  than  is  meet ; 
which  do  fufliciently  evince,  that  this  is  an 
efficacious  caufe,  and  a  part  of  the  eflence 

of  this  Difeafe.  _  . 

Hence  we  may  eafily  infer  that  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  fuch  Parents  are  more  inclined  to 
this  diflemper,  than  others  who  drink  mo¬ 
derately,  and  eat  lefs  Flefli,  and  are  mote 
active  and  lively. 

The  internal  Caufes,  are  excrementitious 

Humours  luxuriant  in  the  Body,  efpeciahy 
<  Phlegm 
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Phlegm  and  ferous  humours  retained,  and 
vitiated,  being  naturally  cold  and  mold:, 
and  little  fpirituous,  and  affected  with  an 
internal  flipperinefs,  wherefore  upon  a  fu- 
perfluous  accumulation  of  thefe  humours, 
the  production  of  this  affed  fucceedeth  ; 
becaufe  thereby  a  Colllquation  of  the  parts, 
and  a  di/lipation  of  the  inherent  Spirits  will 
be  eafily  introduced  ,•  whereby  all  the  parts 
will  afterwards  be  rendred  obnoxious  to  this 
cold  and  moift .  Diftemper. 

Many  difeafes. preceding  this  afted  ,  may 

be  the  caufe  of  it  ;  efpecially.  thofe  which  do. 
extenuate,  and  much  weaken  the  Body,  as 
all  Fevers,  &c.  And  alfo  all  cold  and  moift, 
phlegmatick,  and  caehochymick  Diftempers, 
which  will  induce  a  ftupour  and  dulnefs  in 
the  affeded  parts,  and  caufe  obftrudions. 

Alfo  .any  great  Pain,  Inflammation,  Tu¬ 
mour,  Fradure,  Luxation,  or  any  other  pre¬ 
ternatural  a  (led,  that  hinders  the  handing 
and  playing  of  the  .Child,,  .  may  be  fome 
•  payfe  ot  this  Difeale.  . 

Prefcntly  after  the  beginning  of  the  D1-. 
feafe,  a  kind  of  flotiifulnefs  and  numbneis 
doth  invade  the  Joints,  and  by  little  and 
little  is  increafed,  Jo  that,  daily  xhey  are 
pore  and  more  averfe.  froth motion;  befides 
in  the  beginning  o£xhis  ,affed,  there  is  ufu- 
?lly  obferv’dt:  a  oertajn  jaxitv,  foftnefs,  and 
Tty  of  all  .the,  Hrft  affeded  parts ;  af- 
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ter  which  followeth  a  great  debility,  lan- 
guidnefs ,  and  enervation  of  all  the  parts 
iubfervient  to  motion ;  fo  that  (  for  the  moll 
part )  they  fpeak  before  they  walk,  which 
is  vulgarly  held  to  be  a  bad  Omen ;  and  if  it 
vehemently  increafe,  they  do  not  onely  to¬ 
tally  lofe  the  ufe  of  their  Feet,  but  can  fcarce 
fit  with  an  eredbed  pollute,  and  their  weak 
and  feeble  Neck  cart  hardly  fuflain  the  Bur¬ 
then  of  the  Head.

In  the  progrefs  of  the  Difeafe,  the  Head  |jfi 
and  Faceincreafeth  in  bignefs,  but  the  flelhy  ;  a®:

There  is  alfo  obferv’d  in  this  a  fled:,  cer-

tain  fwellings,  and  knotty  excrefcencies  about 
fome  of  the  Joints;  thefe  are  chiefly  cpn- 
fpicuous  in  the  Wrifls,  and  fome  what  lefs  in 
the  Ancles,  and  in  the  tops  of  the  ribs;  the 
Bones  in  the  Armes  and  Legs, and  fometimes 
the  Thighs,  and  Shoulder-bones  wax  crook¬ 
ed  ;  the  Teeth  come  forth  flowly ,  and 
with  greater  trouble  than  ufual ,  and  at 
length  the  Bread:  becomes  narrow,  and  the 
Abdomen  fwollen,  with  an  extension  of  the 
Hypochondriacal  parts,  which  hindreth  the 
free  motion  of  the  Diaphragm a  downwards  ; 
and  by  confequence  doth  fomewhat  inter¬ 
rupt  the  breathing,  fo  that  refutation  be¬ 
comes  difficult,  accompanied  with  cough¬ 
ing,  the  Pulfe  being  alfo  weak  and  fmall ; 
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and  in  the  .increafe  of  the  Difeafe,  all  thefe 
fgns  become  more  intenfe  and  evident,  and 
many,  and  more  grievous,  are  daily  accu¬ 
mulated.

r.  If  this  Difeafe  be  light  and  gentle,  thc  p rogn 
Children  afleded  therewith  may  be  eafily  7 
reflored  to, health;  fometimes  by  the  idle 
benefit  of  Age,  the  vital  heat  being  increa- 
fed,  and  fummoned  forth  to  the  external 
parts  by  the  force  of  frequent  exercifes. 

But  if  it  fo  vehemently  prevailed],  that 
the  increafe  thereof  cannot  be  prevented 
by  the  belt  internal  means,  and  alfo  molt 
prudent  applications,  then  there  is  immi¬ 
nent  danger.  r  A  *  - 

2.  If  it  proceed  from  other  Difcafes,  or 
be  complicated  with  them,  it  will  be  the 
more  difficult  of  curation  ;  efpecially  if  tire 
Banes  of  the  Armes,  and  Legs  be  crooked,  - 
and  there  be  great  bending  and  tumour  of 
the  Joints  of  the  Wrifts,  Ancles  and  Ribs. 

But  if  the  Symptoms  decline,  and  the 
Child  do  eafily ;  endure  agitation,  and  have 
often  eruptions  in  the  Skin,  as  Wheals,  Pim¬ 
ples,  or  Itch,  then  there  is  great  hopes  of 
recovery.  -  -  ' 


L  If  they  be  not  cured  in  five  years,  they 
Will  grow  deformed  and  crooked",  and  (  ior 
the  mod;  part)  will  become  dwarfs,  and 
hvefickly,  being  either  Cachedick,  or  Phthi- 
heal,  till  death  do  put  a  Period  to  their  mi- 
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As  for  the  Cure  of  this  difeafe,  both  the 
Child  and  Nurfe  muft  keep  a  good  diet 
which  is  eafie  of  Conception. 

In  the  mean  time  you  mull  not  negledt 
the  bell  Chyrurgical  and  Pharmaceutical 
means  which  will  moll  conduce  to  the  fpee- 
dy  recovery  of  the  weakly  Infant. 

Univerfals  being  premifed,  the  moil  effec¬ 
tual  and  approved  Chyrurgical  means  in 
this  affect,  are  Incifion  or  Scarification  of 
the  Ears,  and  little  Fountains  or  Idiies ;  al¬ 
though  many  more  may  be  ufed,  viz.  Frixi- 
ons,  Rliders,  Ligatures,  &c. 

Incifion  or  Scarification  in  the  Ears,  is  to 
be  performed  on  the  Ridge,  in  the  infide  of 
the  Ear  above  the  hole  ;  which 
to  hinder  the  Bloud  palling  into  it. 

This  Operation  mud  be  often  repeated, 
■at  lead  once  or  twice  in  a  month  :  which

hath  proved  fuccesfull  when  many  other 
remedies  have  been  ineffectual. 

And  here  it  may  be  noted,  that  Scarifica¬ 
tion  being  made  in  that  place,  mud  needs  be 
of  greater  efficacy  than  if  it  were  indituted 
in  any  other  part  of  the  Ear,  or  elfewhere. 

i.  Fird,  Becaufe  the  beginning  ofthe  filth 
•pair  of  Nerves  is  near  that  place,  many  of 
their  Branches  being  didributed  through  the 
hollow  of  the  Ear,  and  are  thence  convey? 
,ed  into  the  Spinalis  medulla ,  from  whence  it 
iihooteth  out  little  Branches  which  accompa- 
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ny  t}ie  Nerves  of  the  marrow  of  the  Back,  to 
the  ends  of  the  very  Legs  and  Feet ;  as  ma¬ 
ny  ingenious  Anatomifls  have  accurately  ob- 

ferv’d. 

Wherefore  Scarification  being  there  made, 
it  is  probable,  that  the  matter  (which  com¬ 
monly  opprefleth  the  very  beginning  of  that 
Nerve)  is  immediately  evacuated,  by  which 
it  is  freed  from  obftruddon ;  -  and  having  al- 
fo  gotten  vigour  (being  excited  by  the  pain 
and  Inflammation)  it  driveth  out  all  (lupid- 
nefs  from  within  it ;  by  which  means  the 
Branches  of  the  Nerves  from  thence  arifing, 
which  are  communicated  to  the  Spinalis  me¬ 
dulla,  and  many  other  parts  may  be  in  fome 

meafure  excited  alfo.

Befides,  theBloud  being  fomewhat  lefned, 
the  thicknefc  and  toughnefs  thereof  rmift 
thereby  be  corrected  ,♦  and  (by  conference) 
an  equal  diftribution  of  it  promoved  to  a 
more  regular  nourifhment  of  the  parts. 

Iflues  in  the  Neck  are  alfo  much  approved 
in  this  difeafe,  becaufe  they  very  much  con¬ 
duce  to:Jeflen  .the.unufual  magnitude  of 
the  Head,  and  to  evacuate  the  iuperfluous 
yatrinefs  thereof ,  and  reprefs  the  inordi¬ 
nate  inereafe  of  the  bones :  alio  it  maniieilly 

an- 
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drieth  up  the  too  much  humidity  of  the  fpi- 
nal  Marrow,  exciteth  heat,  lengthens  the 
Nerves,  and  expelleth  the  aftonifhment. 

As  for  the  Pharmaceutical  or  Phyfical 
means ,  you  muft  be  fure  to  cleanfe  the  firfl 
paflages  either  by  Clyflers,  Vomits  or  Leni¬ 
tive  purgations. 

When  the  Belly  is  Coflive  and  the  excre¬ 
ments  are  hardned,  or  fome  flatucus  1m- 
mours  aftlid  the  Bowels  with  vehement  pain, 
then  Clyflers  are  chiefly  required ;  and  they 
may  alio  be  injeded  before  any  preparation, 
Vomit  or  Lenitive  purgation. 

I  need  not  prefcribe  any  forms,  becaufe  a 
little  Milk  and  Sugar,  with  a  few  Anife- 
feeds  boiled  in  it  may  ferve. 

Alfo  an  Emollient  or  Carminative  Clyfler 
(that  is  gentle)  may  be  injedrd  when  there  is 
occafion. 

Emeticks  if  well  prepared,  and  prudently 
adminiflred  are  very  efflcacious,  and  will 
conduce  much  to  the  Cure. 

And  here  I  again  commend  Antimonial 
Vomits  before  all  others. 

i.  Firfl,  becaufe  they  not  onely  power¬ 
fully  evacuate  Crude  or  corrupt  humours, 
and  all  manner  of  impurities  contained  in 
the  Stomach  by  Vomit :  but  by  an  agita¬ 
tion  and  commotion,  raifed  in  all  the  parts, 
efpecially  in  the  Bowels,  they  loofen  the 
grofs  and  vifcous  humours  adhering  to  the 
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Guts,  and  convey  them  through  their  many

i.  They  mod  effectually  irritate  the  ex¬ 
pulsive  faculty  of  all  the  parts  of  the  Body, 
5V  which  they  compell  forth  the  hidden

ally  of  intermitting  Fevers ;  for  by  the  very 
{training  to  Vomit,  the  Guts  are  alfo  in- 
ftimulated  to  cad  out  by  fiege ;  the  Liver 
poureth  away  the  Choler  by  the  Biliar  pore ; 
the  juice  of  the  Pancreas  is  voided  into  the 
{mail  Guts  ;  the  Spleen  perhaps  doth  unbur- 
then  its  excrement  into  the  Stomach :  the 
Kidneys  exern  through  the  Ureters  ;  the 
Lungs  by  a  drong  Cough  ejecd  their  Phlegm 
through  the  Wind-pipe  ;  the  Head  emptieth 
it  felf  of  fait  waterifh  Rheums  by  the  Palate, 
Noflrils  and  Eyes ;  finally  the  whole  Body 
(for  the  mod  part)  is  rendred  more  prone 
to  a  Diaphorefts ,  either  by  a  man i fed  fw eat¬ 
ing,  or  elfe  by  mfenfible  tranfpiration. 

If  any  are  afraid'  of  Antimonial  prepara¬ 
tions  (though  mod  fafe  and  potent)  they 
way  adminifter  Salt  of  Vitriol,  from  five  to 
ten  grains,  either  in  Pollet-drink  or  any  o- 
ther  convenient  Vehicle.

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Syrup  of  Violets  and  Syrup  ofRofesfolutive 
are  all  good  pleafant  medicines ;  which  you  (Hilt 
may  mix  according  to  your  difcretion,  in  !• 
any  proper  diftilfd  water,  or  in  the  decoc¬ 
tion  oifennce  Gereonis.  ju. 

The  following  drink  is  of  excellent  virtue,  1 
and  will  conduce  much  to  the  Cure  of  this 
difeafe. 

Take  of  Anife-feed,  the  Barks  of  Afli,  I  vie, 
Tamarisk,  Shavings  of  Harts-hom  and  Ivo¬ 
ry,  the  Roots  of  Sallaphras,  Liquorilh,  Chi¬ 
na ,  Sarfeparilla ,  Butterbur,  of  each  half  an 
ounce  ,•  Mace  one  drachm  ;  let  them  be  clean- 
led  ,  bruifed  and  infufed  in  two  quarts  of 
fmaji  Ale  for  two  or  three  days  ;  then  Brain 
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it  out  very  drongly,  and  bottle  it  up  for  the 
Child’s  ordinary  drink. 

In  the  Cure  you  mud  endeavour  to  re¬ 
fill  all  fymptoms,  as  Fluxes,  W orms,  V enereal 
affe&s,  breeding  Teeth  with  great  pain,  &c. 

In  any  JFlux,  Gripes  or  urgent  pain,  you 
may  give  half  a  grain  of  Laudanum  opiat.  dif- 
folved  in  any  convenient  Vehicle,  fo  often, 
as  neceffity  urgeth. 

If  Worms  or  venereal  afie<ds  be  fear’d  , 
you  may  fometimes  ad  minder  this  gentle 
purging  Bolus.

To  allwage  the  prelent  Pain  I  commend 
the  following;  Medicaments,  which  will 
conduce  much  to  mitigate  the  lharpnefs  of 
the  acrimonious  humours  in  all  Gouty  peo¬ 
ple,  and  eafe  the  part  adeded. 

When  there  is  excedive  heat,  you  may 
bathe  the  Gouty  part  with  this  Fomentation 
very  hot,;  with  wollen  Stuphs,  which  mull 
be  often  renewed.

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White-bread,  new  Goats  or  Cows  milk  and 
Saffron,  with  Oil  of  Lin-feed,  and  Earth¬ 
worms,  may  be  deferred  ly  commended,  to 
affwage  any  Pain. 

If  the  Pick  be  very  phlegmatick,  and  im* 
potency  of  motion  doth  alflidf,  more  than 
pain •  then  Opiats  may  be  omitted,  and 
things  more  Aromatical  may  be  ufed  in  all 
external  Applications. 

The  following  Pultefs,  or  one  like  it,  may 
ferve  for  Example.

If  you  add  Volatile  Salts  of  Animals,  or 
Vegetables  to  your  Medicines,  whether 
Fomentations,  Cataplafms,  or  Ointments, 
they  will  be  the  more  effectual. 

You  may  prepare  an.  excellent  Volatile 
Salt  of  Earth-worms  (  of  great  Virtue  j  for 
the  Gout,  which  may  be  refolved  into  Li- 
quour  by  fermentation,  and  putrefaction. 

If  the  Gouty  Patient  do  abound  with 
Phlegm,  or  the  Juice  of  the  Pancreas  exceed 
jn  an  acid  Acrimony  caufmg  a  corroding 
Pain ;  it  may  happily  be  mitigated  and  re¬ 
mov’d  with  Balfam  of  Sulphur  made  with  Oil 
of  Amber,  with  which  let  the  grieved  part  be 
embrocated,  and  it  will  forthwith  raife  a 
very  hot  Effervefcency,  which  will  prefently 
ceafe  again,  and  remove  the  great  Pain  in 
a  moment,  even  to  admiration.
